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1. In a secret session on 11 September 1951 the Supreme Council of the Peronista 
' Party formally selected Carlos Alee as its candidate for the governor of the 
Province of Enenos Aires.

h. On 19 September the local press of Buenos Aires officially announced Aloe's 
candidacy, as well as that of other Peronist Party members. It is rerorted 
that Aloe's candidacy has cais<d considerable comment among the lerislators 
of the Province of Buenos Aires, Reportedly, Mercante was resigned hiuself 
to the fact trat Aloe will be the candidate and has promised to sunoort him. | 
As a result, the intervention of the Province of Buenos Aires, originally 
vlanned by Peron, will not take place. 


5. Other election candidates include Juana Larra Wi, film actress and an inti- 
mate friend of Senora Peron, for national senator; ‘iiguel Dirraty y» oolitical 
secretary to vice Fresident OQxijano, for national dewty for the Province of 
Buenos Aires (Avellaneda). 


6. Evita Peron is recorted to have sushed through the candidacy of Dr. Paul 
Feline Lncini for Governor of Cordoba, in snite of an unfavorable report 
submitted on him by tie Oficina de Control del istado (OC), vresidential 
intelligence agency. 
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President Peron has offcred Liewsenant (rctired) Roberto de Los Rios«, 
oresontiy lead of the wolfran mines in Nerqien, the »osition of zeneral 
director of the coal nines in the Yerritory of Santa Cruz. Rios has 
aceénted and will take over this cosition by the end of uctoker.
